Medibank — 
most won't 
bulk bill 


A random survey of doctors in the 
western suburbs suggests that most 
doctors, despite the introduction of 
Medibank, will ‘stick to the old 

“method of billing patients directly. 


Under the Medibank 
scheme, doctors may send 
pills directly to Medibank 
to recover 85 per cent, of 
the fee, (“bulk billing”), or 
they ‘may bill patients di- 
rectly. Patients then pre- 
sent receipts to Medibank 
and receive an 85 per cent. 
refund. 

Some doctors have not 
decided what they. will do. 
Others who say they will 
not sent their bills direct 
to Medibank are in line 
with the Policy of the Aus- 
tralian edical Associ- 
ation. 

Supporters of bulk bil- 
ling Rave said the system 
would help doctors avoid 
bad debts and cut book- 
keeping costs, But most. 
doctors The Mail spoke to 
disagreed. 

A Williamstown doctor 
said the bulk-billing meth- 
od. meant doctors would 
lose more than 15 per cent 
of the fee. 

“Mr. Hayden (Federal 
Minister for Social Secur- 
ity) hasn’t pointed out the 
difference between the 
AMA fees and what he 
ealls ‘scheduled’ fees,” the 
doctor said. er 

He said the AMI’s sug- 
posted charge for after- 

ours house calls was 
$13.60, the Government’s 
rate was $11.80. 

“If we bulk bill we 
would get only about $10 
a visit from the govern- 
ment, That’s a 36 per cent. 
joss,” he said. 


He added there was also 
a dispute between the Fed- 
eral Government and the 
AMA over doctors’ hours.

The Government be- 
lieved doctors should 
charge higher fees only 
outside the hours of 8 a.m.
